Campbell, the Honolulu millionaire sugar 
planter, who mysteriously dropped out of 
sight for two days last week, says he wa* 
imprisoned and robbed by Oliver Win- 
throp, who attempted to obtain his signa- 
ture to a check for $20,000 as the price of 
his liberty. 


Winthrop was acquitted last year of the 


cbarge of poisoning a woman. Campbell 
i>ys Wintbrop decoyed him to the latter'* 


IIOUMI on a slight pretext. 
Suddenly a 


masked man rushed into the room and 
ordered Campbell to throw up his hands, 
pointing a revolver at him. Campbell 
says he leaped at his assailant and felled 
him to the floor. The man was almost 
•tunned but managed to fire, the ballet 
grazing the millionaire's temple. 


Campbell sprang at the man again bnt 


before he reached him Winthrop knocked 
him down with a heavy instrument The 
nan then bound the planter hand and foot 
and gagged him. Then he was strapped 
en the bed with hands and teet bound to 
four corners by a chain passed over his 
tody and fastened to staples in the floor. 
Detective Captain Lees who investigated 
the case says he found evidence of this. 


Campbell was kept in this position for 


twelve hours. 
On Tuesday morning the 


gag was removed with the caution that 
t,e would be billed if he made a noise. He 
was told he must sign a check for $20,000 
and write a note to his wife to pay the 
bearer the money without asking ques- 
tions. Campbell refused even to read the 
japer and said he cared not what the 
men might do. 


When the newspapers published the 


bet of the millionaires' disapeaimnoe 
the captors became frightened and after 
dark released him. The police hare de- 
asriptiona of Winthrop's confederates but 
no clue to their whereabouts.

1 BAD TH1SG FOR DEPOSITORS. 


It Would Not Seriously Affect the Banks, 


but Would Practically Cut the De- 


posits In Two. How a Ten-Cent 


Dollar Would Work. 


There are in North Adams a great many 


savings bank depositors who would nec- 
essarily be affected In one way or another, 
in common with all classes, by a change 
in our monetary system to a free silver 
basin. The TRANSCRIPT, thinking that 
perhaps the views of the men in charge 
of these banks might be of interest and 
value at this time, interviewed them Wed- 
nesday afternoon and herewith presents 
to its readers the substance of what they 
had to say. 


V. A. Whltnker, 


treasurer of the North Adams savings 
bank, when asked what, in bis opinion, 
Would be the effect of free silver coinage 
on savings banks and their depositors, 
sa'd: 


"Free coinage of silver at a ratio of IS 


to 1 means a depreciated currency, and 
any one can tell what that would mean 
tjo depositors. When they drew their 
money they would get dollar for dollar, 
but they would find that their money 
would bay .only about half of what 
.it will buy BOW, which would be practi- 
cally cutting their money in two. Silver 
•nd gold at a ratio of 16 to 1 cannot be 
•qual in value. Supply and demand regu- 
late the value of these metals the same as 
Of everything else. 


The banks would not suffer by the 


change. They are simply agents for the 
transaction of business, the officers draw- 
'ng salaries for their services. But it is 
he depositors who would suffer. Sup. 
pose a man 1ms $1500 in the bank today 
and that it will buy a quarter of an acre 
of land. Give us free silver and it would 
buy only about an eighth of an acre. Tt 
Is easy to understand what the change 
would do for him. 


The United States does not and can not 


stand alone in the business world. We all 
want b«th metals in use as money, but 
for the standard, gold is the thing. We 
hardly realize how serious this question 
is. The chief sufferers, if the change 
comes, must be the wage earners, insur- 
ance policy holders and savings bank 
depositors. Every dollar invested in in- 
surance and savings banks today is ag 
good as gold, but with free silver the 
claims would be paid in a depreciated 
currency, which would be equal to paring 
down the investment to the extent of the 
depreciation. If we are going upon a ail* 
ver basis for the sake of- higher -prices we 
might just as well make dollars ot ID-cent 
pieces and have prices ten times as high 
as they are now, instead of only twice as 
high." 


€. W. Ford 


of the Berkshire Co-operative bank said 
that over 90 por cent of the business of 
that bank is in connection with new 
homes, and Is therefore more affected by 
genesal business conditions than anything 
else. When times are good and men are 
employed at good wages they ere in. 
dined to invest in homes and this makes 
business for tbe bank, which is especially 
a home builders' institution. 
Mr. Ford 


was not prepared to say what the effect of 
free silver would bay but is convinced that 
gold is a safe and reliable standard and 
expects to see that standard maintained. 


W. W. Richmond 


Of the Hoosac savings bank was not pre- 
pared to discuss the question at any 
length, although a firm believer in a gold 
standard. He said the by-laws of the 
bank provided for the payment to depos- 
itors of the current money of the United 
States, and he did not see how any change 
in the currency could materially affect the 
bank, although it might make considera- 
ble difference with depositors. 
As an 


illustration of what the result might be 
he called attention to the fact that Ar- 
mour & Co., the Chicago meat men, were 
offering to pay their employes in Mexican 
dollars at the rate of two to one, while a 
Chicago mercantile firm offered 60 cents 
worth of goods and a Mexican dollar for 
an American silver dollar, and this in 
spite of the fact that there are eleven 
grains more of silver in the Mexican dol' 
lar than in that of the United States.

NEW YORK FASHION LETTER, 


A Hkeleton Jacket. 


Many women do not like to wear a shirt 


waist without a jacket over it, except, 
perhaps, in the morning. There is an in- 
formality about the omission of the jacket 
and there is, on the other hand, a good 
deal of discomfort about the wearing of 
the usual one. In the accompanying pic- 
ture you'll see a jacket effect that adapts 
itself to wear over almost any waist, either 
shirt or more fanciful. It is really no 
more than a belt with a jacket effect shirt 
attached. 


A triangular piece fitted out to the arm- 


hole is put on to the belt at each side and 
sets up along the aide of the figure under 
the arm, a dainty little bow hiding the 
hook front and back. From the collar to 
the belt, passes down the front, with 
jacket effect, a pair of revers that look 
like the turning back of a jacket. A panel 
piece runs trimly from collar to belt at 
tbe back. It is as you see a skeleton 
jacket; the characteristics of the garment 
are kept, and yet the figure is hardly more 
confined than in a shirt waist alone. 


Worn over a soft front crepe or silk 


shirt waist the general effect is dressy and 
charming. Such an accessory is also use- 
ful made of black chiffon or grendiue and 
will transform a simple bodice and one 
perhaps a little old fashioned. In these 
days it isn't the girl who has the greatest 


number of dresses, but the one who can 
most snccasiifully adapt those she has, 
who makes the hit. 


A good many of us are struggling with 


tbe bang that won't grow, and yet we 
must wear a pompadour as every one else 
does. This means that you must make 
your knot high on the head as in this 
sketch. Tbe top bang will be long 
enough to meet this, and the side lock!

Three S«ee«J»Hoiiji for Bodice*. 


A very pretty bodice is close fitting, the 


front being cut out to show a fall of 
loose contrasting material from just be- 
low the bust line. The sides of the cut- 
away edge take a zouave-jacket line, and 
the edge just under the bust lino in front 
is shaped into three points, the central 
one being a little longer than the others. 
From under these points the loose front 
falls, bagging slightly over the belt just 
in the center. The jacket sides are held 
in close to the figure by K band of folded 
material like the loose front, which passes 
under the side front points and into the 
belt just at the hips, the loose front, of 
course,, falling from hip to hip in front.

CHIEF JUSTICE BIGELOW'S VIEWS. 


Kevada'a Great Jurist Saya Fre« Coinage 


Will Injure Surer Miner., Pensioner. 
Mid All but it Few Debtors. 
Chief Justice R. R. Bigelow1 of the 


ropreme court of Nevada had a letter in 
a recent issue of the Reno (Nev.) Ga- 
sette which states some of the effects of 
1C to 1 free coinage very clearly. Here 
is a part of his'letter: 


It is not to be denied that the Repub- 


licans of this state are hard hit by the 
action of the St. Louis convention upon 
the monetary question. The free coinage 
of silver is believed to be so much to 
the advantage of Nevada as a silver 
producer, and -we have for so many 
years hoard nothing bub free coinage 
"at 1C to 1" arguments, that we have 
almost come to the conclusion that no 
one can think otherwise who is not a 
scoundrel bought with British _ gold. 
But there is another side to the question 
that ia believed in sincerely by millions 
of as pure patriots as any who believe 
in free coinage of silver. Any man who 
says that this country can alone double 
the value of all the silver of the world 
and bring it and gold to par is either 
ignorant of the lessons of the past or Se 
willfully shuts his eyes to them. If the 
free gilverites carry the election this fcill 
on their 16 to 1 platform.it will not 
only paralyze bvisiness—it will utter'y 
destroy it. There will be scarcely a 
bank or business house in the land that 
will not go down before the storm. It 
will Bend gold to almost 100 per cent 
premium, and, as measured with silver, 
everything else will go up iu value with 
it, but aa it will take twice as many 
dollars as now to buy the same article 
it will be of no earthly advantage to 
any one except to the mau who owes 
debts that he has not promised to pay 
in gold. His silver dollars will pay such 
a debt jaat as during the war green- 
backs wonld pay one, although worth 
but S3 cents on the dollar, but they 
will only buy half as much flour or 
clothing or groceries as now. 


But if he owes money to banka or 


money lenders—andwhodoesnot?—who 
have all protected themselves by gold 
contracts, he will have to take two of 
his silver dollars to buy one in gold, and 
at the same time, owing to the general 
stagnation in business, they will be 
harder to get hold of than gold dollars 
are now. It will be of no advantage to 
the silver states, because their silver will 
be just as hard to got from the ground as 
now, and a pound of it will buy no more 
steel or powder or any of the necessaries 
of life than now. 


But the laboring man will be the one 


who will suffer the most. The Comstock 
miner will still get $4 per day, the la- 
borer $9 and the clerk $60 to $75 per 
month, but it will be in silver, and, as 
it is now in Mexico, it will only buy 
for his family or himself one-half what 
it will today. The same will be the 
case with the crippled veterans, their 
widows and orphans, who are now get- 
ting pensions. Its effect will be to scale 
their pensions. Its effect will be to scale 
their pensions down one-half. 


There is not one of the arguments of 


the ailverites that cannot be completely 
and successfully refuted. Free coinage 
at 16 to 1 by this country alone cannot 
possibly benefit anyone, but it can bring 
fearful distress upon all.

Then, if it be a fact that no 
free silver country on earth has aa much 
as $5 per capita; and if it be a fact that 
we have about $24 per capita; and if it 
be a fact that we have more silver in 
circulation per capita than any free sil- 
ver country in the world; and if it bo a 
fact that the purchasing power of our 
dollar is now about double what it was 
in 1878, and that the products of the ! 
farm will purchase more necessaries of I 
life than iu 1373, our free silver friends ' 
will have to hunt farther for the hard 
times complained of. They can't charge 
it to a reduced circulation or to higher 
prices.—Galveston News.

TRYING TO DODGE THE REAL ISSUE. 


presidential Candidate Bryan Appeal* to 


National Prejudice In Order to Create 
Sympathy For the Sllverttea. 
In the speech which gained him the 


Democratic nomination for president 
the Hon. W. J. Bryan of Nebraska said 
in reference to what ho termed "the 
great, paramount issue:" "My friends, 
we shall declare that this nation is able 
to legislate for its own people on every 
question without waiting for tho aid or 
consent of any other nation on earth, 
and upon that issue wo expect to carry 
every single state in this Union." 


If this means anything, it means that 


tho "paramount issue" on which the 
silverite campaign is to be fought is not 
free silver at 16 to 1, but the question 
whether this country is able to legislate 
for its own people. On this issue .there 
can be no dispute. Of course the United 
States can legislate without the aid or 
consent; of any other country. No advo 
cate of sound money will for a moment 
deny Mr. Bryan's assertion, nor has any 
one ever done so. If congress chooses to 
pass a law that the tides shall never 
rise more than four feet along any part 
of our seacoast, it has a perfect right to 
do so. If the United States wishes to 
enact legislation forbidding the Russian 
thistle to grow, it is able to do so with- 
out tho consent of any other nation. If 
congress chooses to fix the price of sugar 
at 4 cents per pound, it can legislate to 
that effect without any aid from the 
hated British or Frenchman. There is 
no doubt about our ability to legislate 
on every question without asking any- 
body's consent. 


But if congress passes foolish laws, 


•will they have any effect? That is the 
real iseue. Can the price of inch a com- 
modity as sugar be fixed byTrar laws? 
Certainly not. Equally impossible would 
it be to fix the price of silver at 16 to 1 
of gold. No believer in sound money 
thinks or says that we cannot pass a 
free and unlimited 16 to 1 coinage law. 
They do say, and all tho experience of 
mankind proves that they are right, that 
under such a law this country cannot 
alone maintain the value of silver at 
the present ratio. 


Mr. Bryan's attempt to run away 


from the question as to our ability to 
raise the value of all tho world's silver 
without the agreement (not the consent, 
as he states it) of the great commercial 
nations shows the weakness of the sil- 
ver cause. Confusing the ability to leg- 
islate, which nobody denies, with the 
ability to control values by legislation 
may do for a stmnp speech. It will not 
deceive tho American people, who know 
well enough that onr laws cannot fix 
the value of silver or of any other labor 
product. 


A Poor Argument For Free Silver. 
Tho freo coinage agitators ask tha 


people to vote for the 1C to 1 scheme on 
the ground that tho bunkers, manufac- 
turers'and merchants are all in favor'oil 
a sound currency. ' 'If the banking and 
business interests are opposed to free 
silver," say the cheap dollar advocates, 
"the farmers and workers should sup- 
port it. {Chore must be something good 
for the poor in this free coinage scheme 
just because the rich people do not want 
it." 


Of all unreasonable and demagogic 


pleas for 50 cent dollars this is tho 
worst. An exactly similar, argument 
would be a demand on the part of the 
millions who do not own homes or 
buildings of any kind that all houses 
should be burned down because it wonld 
hurt property owners. There is no doubt 
but that every man in America who 
owns a building would say, if asked, 
that he is opposed to having his proper- 
ty destroyed. But thnt would be no rea- 
son why the people who have no homes 
should favor arson. 


The attempt to create a prejudice in 


favor of debt repudiation because busi- 
ness men and bankers believe in hon- 
esty can never succeed with fair mind- 
ed, honorable citizens. They will decide 
the silver question on its merits and 
will not be led astray by appeals to one 
class to vote for cheap and trashy money 
merely because it is favored by another 
class.

Washington, Aug. 7.—Consul Can- 


(thy, reporting to the department of 
state on the fruit trade of Sicily, says 
that the season of 1W5-06, now draw- 
Ing to a close will leave behind it a 
record that witl have no rival in the 
history of the Industry. Over two nnd 
a half million boxes were exported, 
with an average loss of one dollar per 
box. The cause of this deplorable 
condition is an indiscriminate distrlne- 
tlon of letters of credit among people 
who were absolutely irresponsible.

The 
heavy loss did not fall upon the ship- 
pers. While over 
83,900,000 have
